PREAMBLE. 

1^'ur  the  purpose  of  ensuring,  as  much  as  possible, 
uniformity  in  the  administration  of  the 
privileges,  honors  and  benefits  of  the  Inde- 
pendent Ordv^r  of  Odd  Fellows  within  its 
jurisdiction,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario — the 
Supreme  Tribunal  of  the  Lodges"  within  the 
limits  of  the  Province  of  Ontario— doth  hereby 
ordain  the  following  Articles,  as  the  Constitu- 
tion of  all  Subordinate  Lodges  working  under 
its  immediate  jurisdiction  : 

I  TITLE    AND    POWERS* 

I  1. — This  Lodge  shall  be  constituted  of  at  least 
I  Five  Members  of  the  Scarlet  Degree,  and  shall  be 
I  hailed  and  entitled

OF   ONTARIO, 

and  shall  possess  the  full  powers  and  privileges  of  a 
Subordinate  Lodge,  holding  a  legal,  unreclaimed 
and  valid  Charter,  duly  granted  and  formally 
presented  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario. 

NENBEKSHIF. 

ADMISSION. 

2.— Candidates    for    Membership  by    Initiation 
in  this  Lodge,  must  be  free  white  males  of  not  less

9.— -The  rejection  of  any  Candidate  for  member- 
ship shall  be  immediately  intimated  to  every 
Subordinate  Lodge  in  the  City,  Town  or  Village,  in 
which  such  rejection  takes  place. 

10.— No  Candidate  who  has  been  rejected  can  be 
again  proposed  for  membership,  until,  at  least,  six 
months  after  his  rejection. 

11.— No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  Honorary 
Membership  in  this  Lodge,  nor  hold  membership  in 
this  and  any  other  Subordinate  Lodge  of  this  Order 
at  the  same  time. 

.12.— No  proposition  for  membership,  either  by 
initiation  or  by  card,  shall  be  received  or  acted 
upon  if  the  applicant's  residence  be  out  of  this 
jurisdiction,  (without  the  consent  of  the  Grand 
Master  of  the  jurisdiction  in  which  he  resides):  nor 
if  his  residence  be  nearer  to  any  other  Lodge,  unless 
consent  of  the  latter  be  obtained. 

DEGREES.  ; 

13.— Every  Brother,  previous  to  his  receiving  any 
of  the  Five  Degrees,  shall  present  a  certificate  from 
the  P.  S.  that  he  is  not  in  arrears  to  the  Lodge, 
and   that  he   has  paid    all    charges   for   the  said 
pegrees,  and  then  shall  be  balloted  for. 
J     14.— If,  on  such  ballot  three  or  more  black  balls 
|appear,  he  shall  be  rejected  ;  otherwise,  he  shall  be 
Iconsidered  eligible  and  shall   be   admitted   to  the 
degree,  or  Degrees,  applied  for .     In  case  of  rejec- 
tion, two  weeks'  notice  in   open   Lodge   must  be 
fiven,  before  a  ballot  can  again  be  had. 

15.— No  certificate  for  Degrees  shall  be  granted 
mtil  after  the  Candidate  shall  have  paid  the  fees

DUTIES   AND   TOWERS.

[56. — No  member  of  this  Lodge  shall  be  put  on 
]al,  unless  charges  duly  specifying  his  alleged 
fence  shall  first  be  submitted  to  the  Lodge,  in 
[•iting,  by  one  or  more  Brothers  of  the  Order  in 
)d  standing. 

>7. — Any  charge  or  charges  so  preferred,  shall 
referred  to  a  Committee  of  five  Members,  three 
[whom  shall  be  a  quorum,  to  be  chosen  by  ballot; 
lich  Committee  shall,  with  as  little  delay  as  the 
se  will  admit,  summon  the  parties,  and  examine 
"  determine  the  matter  in  question  in  accordance 
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with  the  Constitution  and  Rules  of  Procedure  oit 
Trials.  In  selecting  this  Committee,  only  one  name 
shall  be  written  upon  any  ballot. 

58.— Should  the  decision  of  the  Committee  not 
involve  the  suspension  or  expulsion  of  a  member, 
and  should  no  appeal  be  made  therefrom,  it  shall 
be  final,  without  further  action  from  the  Lodge. 

59.— Should  the  Committee  be  convinced  of  the 
necessity  of  suspending  or  expelling  a  Member,  a 
motion  to  that  effect  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Lodge  by  three  or  more  of  their  number,  in  their 

name. 

60 Any  motion  for  the  suspension  or  expulsion 

of  a  Member  shall  be  announced  at  the  two  regular 
meetings  previous  to  that  on  which  it  is  to  be  decid- 
ed, which  last  meeting  the  Brother  under  charge 
shall  be  summoned  to  attend ;  and  at  the  time  so 
appointed,  whether  the  implicated  Brother  be  pre- 
sent or  not,  the  Lodge  may  proceed  to  consider  and 
determine  the  question. 

6L— The  Lodge  shall  have  the  power,  at  the 
meeting  appointed  for  the  decision,  to  vary  the 
penalty  to  one  more  or  less  severe  than  that  con- 
tained'in  the  motion  submitted  by  the  Committee. 

APPEALS. 

62.— Any  member  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal! 
to  the  Lodge  from  the  decision  of  a  Committees 
given  under  Clause  58 ;  and  notice  of  the  meeting 
appointed  for  trying  the  appeal  shall  be  given  atl 
least  one  regular  meeting  previous. 

63.— On  the  evening  appointed,  the  Committee 
shall  present  to  the  Lodge,  in  writing,  the  grounds^ 
on  which  their  decision  was  founded,  and  thej 
parties  interested  shall  have  the  privilege  of  ^eiii^ 
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heard  before  the  Lodge  ;  and  the  decision  shall  then 
be  confirmed,  annulled  or  modified,  as  a  majority 
of  the  members  present  shall  determine. 

64.— Any  Member  interested  shall*  have  the  right 
of  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  provided 
such  appeal  be  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Secretary 
within  three  months  from  the  date  of  the  final 
action  of  the  Lodge  on  the  matter  to  be  appealed 
against ;  and  the  Lodge  shall  be  required  to  provide 
the  appellant  with  a  copy  of  all  the  proceedings  in 
the  case,  regularly  certified,  upon  receiving  the 
costs  and  charges  of  copying  and  mailing  the  same  ; 
which  charges  shall  be  refunded  to  the  appellant  in 
the  event  of  his  appeal  being  sustained. 

In  case  of  charge  and  trial  where  the  penalty  is 
fixed  as  suspension  or  expulsion,  the  accuse  i  «may 
immediately,  or  on  or  before  the  time  of  making  his 
appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  file  an  application  for 
an   arrest  of  judgment  with  the   Secretary  of  his 
Lodge,  and  send  a  copy  thereof  to  the  Grand  Master, 
(which  application  the  Grand  Master  may  refuse, ) 
and  at  the  same  time  the  accused  shall  pay  all  dues 
and  demands  against  him  to  that  date ;  and  there- 
upon his  status  in  the  Lodge  shall  not  be  affected  by 
I  reason   of   such   trial   and   conviction,    while   such 
[appeal  is  pending,  unless,  after  filing  such  applica- 
tion, he  shall  fail  to  perfect  his  appeal  in  the  time 
j  provided,   or  the  Grand   Master  shall  refuse   the 
application.    Then,  in  such  case,  the  judgment  of  the 
[Lodge  shall  ."^v    enforced  in  the  same  manner  as  in 
|cases    where    iche   arrest    of    judgment    has    been 
ippiied  for.     Such  member  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
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a  visiting  or  withdrawal  card  or  dismissal  certificate 
during  such  arrest  of  judgment.  , 

RE-INSTATEMENT. 

65. — When  any  Brother,  suspended  for  a  definite 
period,  for  any  other  cause  than  non-payment  of 
dues,  desires  to  be  reinstate*!  before  the  expiration 
of  his  suspension,  his  case  shall  be  referred  to  a 
Committee  of  five  Brothers,  who,  after  due  invej^ti- 
gation,  shall  report  at  the  next  regular  meeting  ;  and 
if  a  majority  of  the  members  then  present  shall  vote 
in  his  favor,  he  shall  thereupon  be  declared  eligible 
for  re-instatement,  and,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  may  be  re-instated. 

66. — No  Brother  shall  be  re-instated  until  he 
shall  have  paid  any  arrearages  against  him  at  the 
time  of  his  suspension,  and  all  dues  that  may  have 
accmed  since  then,  except  in  cases  of  suspension  for 
non-payment  of  dues. 

67. — No  Brother  who  has  been  legally  expelled, 
or  who  has  ceased  to  be  a  member  for  non-payment 
of  dues,  except  members  of  defunct  Lodges,  and 
those  possessing  dismissal  certificates,  shall  be  again 
admitted  to  membership  in  any  Lodge  of  this  Order 
without  the  consent  of  the  Lodge  from  which  he 
was  expelled  or  dropped,  and  in  no  case  shall  he 
be  re-admitted  without  compliance  with  all  the  | 
forms  for  new  applicants,  excepting  the  ceremony 
of 'initiation. 

68.— Any  Bi*other  suspended  for  non-payment  of 
dues,  may  at  any  time  prior  to  six  months  there- 
after, become  re-instated  in  his  Lodge  upon  pay- 
ment of  the  amount  due  by  him  at  the  date  of  liis 
suspeiiision,  together  with  such  sum  as  may  have 
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accrued  since  that  time.    Any  Brother  so  suspended 
tor  SIX  months,  shall  cease  to  be  a  member. 

REGALIA. 

69. --The  i^egalia  of  the  Order  shall  be  as  follows, 
to  wit  :     Collars  of  Subordinate  Lodges  shall  be

FUNERAL   REGALIA.

35. — If  a  Brother  be  a  non-resident,  it  shall  be 
necessary  that  a  statement  or  statements  of  his 
case  setting  forth  the  nature  of  his  sickness  or  dis- 
ability, the  time  of  its  commencement  and  dura- 
tion, be  transmitted  to  the  N.  G.  of  this  Lodge, 
certified  by  the  Lodge  nearest  to  the  place  where 
he  may  be  for  the  time  resident  or  detained,  and 
under  the  seal  of  such  Lodge  ;  or  if  he  be  not  near 
any  Lodge,  by  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  or  a  Clergy- 
man, or  duly  licensed  Physician  ;  sue  i  statement 
or  statements  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  forms 
appended  to  these  by-laws  ;  and  such  Brother  shall 
thereupon  re  eive  the  benefit  provided  by  the  pre- 
ceding by-laws  ;  provided  always,  that  no  benefits 
shall  be  paid,  unless  such  statement  or  statements 
shall  have  been  presented  to  the  Lodge  within  six 
months  from  the  date  of  the  co^nmencement  of  such 
sickness  or  disability. 

FUNERAL  BENEFITS. 

36. — On  the  decease  of  any  qualified  Brother  of 
this  Lodge  the  sum  of  $30  shall  be  granted  as  a 
funeral  benefits  The  said  benefit  to  be  paid  to  his 
personal  representatives  ;  provided  always  that  if 
the  duty  of  burying  and  paying  the  funeral  ex- 
pense of  any  deceased  qualified  Brother  as  aforesaid, 
shall  dt  volve  upon  this  Lodge,  then  that  this  Lodge 
shall  have  the  jjrivilege  of  appropriating  said  bene- 
fits for  such  purposes. 

37. — On  the  decease  of  the  wife  of  any  qualified 
Brother,  the  sum  of  $15  shall  be  granted  as  a  funer- 
al benefit. 

BENEFITS  TG   WIDOWS  AND  OIIFHANS. 

38. — The  widow  of  any  deceased  qualified  mem- 
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receive 
rnig  i^oage,  the  sum  of  $20  per  annum— t] 
be  paid  quarterly,  during  her  widowhood. 

39. —Should  any  deceased  qualified  Brother  have 
no  mdow,  or  should  his  widow  afterwards  die,  the 
said  quarterly  sum  shall  be  paid  in  like  manner  for 
the  benefit  of  his  orphan  child  or  children,  if  any 
there  be,  under  the  age  of  fifteen  years— the  interest 
of  each  such  child  in  each  such  benefit  ceasing  as 
he  or  she  shall  attain  the  age  of  fifteen,  unless  in 
case  of  any  female  child  or  children  it  be  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  Lodge. 

40.— Should  any  widow  be  guilty  of  unbecoming 
conduct,  the  Lodge  may  withdraw  from  such  widow 
the  bendfit  above  set  forth,  and  grant  the  same  to 
the  orphan  child  or  children  of  the  deceased  Brother 
under  the  age  of  fifteen. 

41.— Should  the  widow  of  a  deceased  qualified 
Brother  marry  again,  while  any  child  or  children  of 
such  Brother  shall  still  be  under  the  age  of  fifteen 
years,  it  hall  be  optional  with  the  Lodge  to  grant 
such  benefit,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  such  child  or 
children. 

42.— No  motion  affecting  the  benefits  of  any  wid- 
ow or  orphan  in  the  manner  referred  to  in  the  pre- 
vious three  clauses  shall  be  put  to  vote  unless  two 
weeks'  notice  thereof  be  given  ;  nor  shall  such 
motion  be  adoflted  unless  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers present  vote  in  its  favor. 

43.— Should  the  family  of  a  deceased  Brother  be 
in  need  of  a  protector  or  guardian,  the  Lodge  shall 
to  the  best  of  its  power,  protect  and  assist  tliem, 
and  endeavor  to  place  them  in  such  a  position  as  to 
enable  them  to  be  useful  to  themselves  and  society.

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j         RELIEF  IN   SPECIAL  CASES.
